He 
brok& his / record for speeches for 
present campaign, delivering fifteen to- 
day. ll but two were given at railway 
stations from his car. Everywhere he 
found large crowds and a cofdial re- 
ception, 

The speech to-night was delivered in 

the Auditorium. . 
‘In West Virginia Col. Roosevelt spoke 
at Ronceverte, Hinton, Thurmond, Mont- 
gomery, St. Albany, Charleston, and 
Huntington. Crossing the line Into Ken- 
tucky his first stop was at Ashland, 
where his car was switched. from. the 
regular train to a special for the run into 
Louisville; The Colonel left the train at 
this point and spoke for fifteen minutes 
in a building made of pine boards and tar 
paper, in which revival meetings are be- 
ing held.

“In his recent speech at Philadeiphia 
President Taft stated that he was.a Pro-
